“ip service of the democracies 
to their professed doctrines.” 
Mr. Krock concludes that: “The 
British have offered their differ- 
ing text of trusteeship with a 
greater show of piety than the 
Americans. But they are no 
more likely than we to accept 
international supervision over 
their strategic areas.”

Opposes International Trustee 

The most striking difference be- 
tween the American and British 
plans which has a bearing on the 
future of the Palestine mandate 
is that the American plan speaks 
constantly of “international trus- 
teeship” while the British speaks 
of “territorial trusteeship.” Thus, 
if the British plan is accepted by 
the conference there will be no 
international trusteeship for Pal- 
estine. 

It is important to emphasize 
that the American plan, as well 
as the British, provides that “the 
trusteeship arrangement for each 
territory to be placed under trus- 
teeship should be agreed upon by 
the states directly concerned.” 
In the case of Palestine it would 
mean that Britain will have to 
agree to changes in Palestine’s 
status. The American plan also 
implies that not all mandated 
territories will be placed under 
trusteeship. “It would be a mat- 
ter for subsequent agreement as 
to which territories would be 
brought under a trusteeship sys- 
tem and upon what terms,” the 
U. S. draft reads. 

Bill of Rights Approved 

Jewish leaders here feel that 
a great deal has been accomplish- 
ed by securing the amendment of 
the Big Four recommending to 
the General Assembly the estab- 
lishment of a Commission on 
Human Rights to promote human 
rights and fundamental freedoms. 
This commission is going to play 
a very important role as far as 
Jewish post-war activities are 
concerned since it is through this 
commission that the Jewish bodies 
will work in securing the speedy 
re-establishment of Jewish rights 
in all countries and in protecting 
these rights for the future. 

The dramatic story of how the 
Big Four were convinced of the 
necessity of offering a joint 
amendment to the Dumbarton 
Oaks proposals cannot be told as 
yet. It will make a very impres- 
sive chapter in the record of 
what representatives of Jewish 
organizations accomplished at San 
Francisco. 

It can, however, be revealed 
that Judge Joseph M. Proskauer 
and Jacob Blaustein played an 
outstanding role in mobilizing all 
consultants of the civic groups 
for the purpose of eliminating the 
diffeculties which were placed in 
the way of the amendment by 
some members of the United 
States delegation.

The American delegation it is 
learned authoritatively is press- 
ing for rights of inhabitants of 
mandated territories to present 
petitions to the proposed trustee- 
ship council. It is also demand- 
ing provisions be made for in- 
vestigation by the projected world 
organization of any complaints 
by inhabitants of these areas. It 
is emphasized, however, that only 
moral force could be used to com- 
pel a trustee to carry out its 
obligations. 


Labor members attending the 
eonference pledged themselves to 
support the thirteen-point program 
of Jewish rights submitted to the 
conference secretariat by the 
Jewish labor committee. This 
program which demands meas-

NEW YORK—The Joint Distribution Committee, the United 
Palestine Appeal, and the National Refugee Service this week were 
Studying a “recommendation” that really amounted to an order 
to reconstitute the United Jewish Appeal, issued by the President’s 
War Relief Control Board. 

The “recommendation” stated that the Board, which had spent 
a full-day listening to the case of the three agencies, was deeply 
disappointed at the break-up, and threatened to issue a “Directive” 
if the recommendation were ignored. 


The board, which consists of Charles Taft, Joseph Davies and 
Charles Warren, was set up aS a war measure to pass on the 
legitimacy of agencies seeking to raise funds for overseas causes, 
and to grant licenses where the agencies seemed to be operating 
in the public interest. Without such a license, no agency is authorized 
to collect or transmit sums. : 

Issues Veiled Threat 

At the hearing the board stated that it had previously re- 
viewed three hundred applications, and in all cases but two, its 
Suggestions or recommendations, were followed. In these two cases, 
the board declared it had refused to issue licenses, and. expressed 


the hope that it would not have to add the three Jewish agencies 
to this list. 


The agencies gave the history of previous negotiations and 
tried to explain the causes that led to the present break-up. The 
board seemed to be unimpressed, and after listening to the argu- 
ments, insisted that the UJA be reconstituted before further funds 
were wasted. 

Ask About Increased Campaign Costs 

The board wanted to know about the large increase in campaign 
expenditures this year over last. It pointed out that there was no 
justification for the increased cost. 

The board also heard reports on the dissension caused in local 
communities by the rift. ; 

During the discussion, both J.D.C. and the U.P.A. indicated 
their willingness to arbitrate the differences. The U.P.A. said it 
would arbitrate everything; the J.D.C. said it would arbitrate onl, 
within certain limits. 

After listening to the presentations, the board stated it in- 
tended to issue a “directive” insisting upon arbitration and that if 
the agencies were unable to agree among themselves as to the 
exact process, the board might undertake the job itself whether 
the agencies like it or not.

NEW YORK—It was mid-morning of a spring 


Sunday in New York, not long ago, and I was 
headed Bronx-ward via the Independent Sub- 
way. The train was no more than a third 
filled. 

At the 145th Street Station a girl entered; 
she wore riding clothes and over them a loose- 
fitting gray topper. She had long, beautifully 
coiffed blond hair; she was an exceedingly 
pretty shicksa, and young. The seat she chose 
was at right angles to mine. 

From the other end of the car came a young 
man, one pocket of his coat bulging conspic- 
uously. He stood near me and, projecting his 
voice above the noise of the speeding train, 
made a swiftly-spoken appeal for Palestine, 
taking his coin-box from the bulging pocket as 
he concluded. 

Lazily I dug a coin out of my pocket and 
plunked it into his box. He fleetingly appraised 
the blond girl, decided, apparently, that she 
was no prospect, and was about to turn away 
when she tugged at his sleeve, took a dollar 
bill out, folded it lengthwise and inserted it 
gracefully into the slot. The solicitor and I 
looked at each other mutely. I thought, “Oh, 
she must be one of those ‘typical’ shicksas whose 
parents came from Pidulsk Gibernia. I'll bet,” 
I went on to myself, smacking my lips over 
the thought, “she speaks a geschmocken Yid- 
dish Maurice Schwartz himself would delight 
in.” 

Just then the train pulled into the 167th 
Street Station and she arose to get off. As she 
did, I saw the crucifix, bouncing lightly against 
her bosom.

Holds Majority Sympathetic 

Whether it is his hopeful nature or a kind 
of low-calibre determination to see things in 
balance, this writer can assest with simple 
truth that he knows of dozens of incidents 
which tend to prove that the great majority 
of non-Jews in America are sympathetic and 
friendly to Jews; that it is the piercingly vocal 
fraction-minority of hate-shouters who suc- 
ceed in twisting the picture out of focus It is 
very much like the matter of family life. The 
divorces make news; the wedding anniversaries 
are paid notices. ; 

These incidents the writer cites here were 
witnessed by him or were related to him by 
persons whose reliability he has never had 
occasion to doubt. 

A neighbor some time ago reported this. 

She was standing in line—a fairly long line 
up her packages. Behind her were two Gentiie 
women, also waiting. As they approached the 
clerk, they began to chafe him in friendly 
fashion, calling him by his first name—‘‘Take 
it easy, Tommy, we have all day.” Tommy 
would look up from rapping on the register, 
grin, and retort, “Don’t worry, Mrs. Dinkel- 
spiel, “I’ll have you out of here before dark.” 
“But not muck before,” one of the Gentile 
women shot back, and they both laughed. 

Seemingly they were in good spirits. Sud- 
denly, another woman came along, her arms 
full of packages, and pushed herself in ahead 
of the line. She was obviously Jewish, and the 
woman who told the writer the story said 
she felt acutely uncomfortable. “There was 
a murmur of protest,” she related, “but the 
woman said loudly that she had been in line 
before and had left it just to get a few addi- 
tional items and it didn’t seem fair to have 
to go to the end of the line all over again.” 


A Pained Silence 

“Send her to the end of the line, Tommy,” 
the woman he had called Mrs. Dinkelspiel spoke 
up sharply. “Damn Jews, always shoving in 
ahead of everyone. Can’t step foot outside the 
house without being run down by them. Why 
don’t they stick to their damn herring stores 
and not come barging into the A & P?” 

As usual after a diatribe like that there 
was a pained silence. Mrs. Dinkelspiel spat 
a “damn Jews” into the silence. Tommy turned 
squarely to her. He put his hands behind him 
as though getting ready to remove his apron. 
His lips curled and he said, “I don’t care if 
it costs me my job, Mrs. Dinkelspiel, but you 
just get the hel! out of this store and don’t 
come back till you get yourself civilized. 
There’s no call for you or anyone else to say 
such things.” 

He went on, getting angrier and less artic- 
ulate. If it were a movie scene (I’ve got a pic- 
ture of quivering Hollywod doing anything as 
decent and honest as that!), Tommy would have 
had an eloquent and climactic speech. But it 
wasn’t, and he didn’t. “No one’s going to get 
away with that stuff in my presence,’ he 
finished. And maybe that, after all, is the most 
effective thing to say. 

' 


Our neighbor reports that there was quite a 
commotion, but Tommy is still working there 
(though Lord knows he deserves better). 

& * * 
Incident at a Hotel 

The incidents described are, please notice, 
entirely “individual” in character, if that is 
the way to put it; there is nothing about 
them of organized, formal goodwill, though of 
course the goodwill movement has undoubted- 
ly reached into a great many places and the 
cumulative effect of its work -is certain to 
make itself felt more and more as time goes 
on. I am trying to show, by my presentation 
of the cited incidents, that there is a vast 
reservoir of good feeling for Jews among 
the masses of Americans. My case is, of 
course, inconclusive, but it it not intended 
otherwise; my only hope is to be indicative in 
this matter, for obviously that is as far as 
one can go without surveys. 


Just this week I met an old friend, the 


owner of a summer resort hotel in Mary- 
land. About 75% of his patronage is Christian. 
He finds that a season rarely goes by that does 
not witness some anti-Jewish incident; nothing 
“g’ferrlich,” as he likes to put it ironically. It 
pops, it sizzles, it blows over. The next week 
there is practically a brand new set of faces 
—Semitic and Aryan—and the sun _ hasn’t 
stopped in its course. 

Last summer, however, there was something 
different. He meant to write to me about it, 
he said. Well, you know how it is about 
writing ... 

Right Off the Bat 

A fine, distinguished-looking middle-aged man 
arrived at my friend’s hotel. Right off the bat, 
he came out with it. “I understand you have 
mixed crowds here,” he said. (In my day a 
“mixed” crowd was one made up of males 
and females: now it is one composed of Chris- 
tians and Jews; if the N.C.C.J. followed suit 
it would change its name to The National Con- 
ference of Mixed People.) “Well,” the fine- 
looking man went on, “I have absolutely noth- 
ing against Jews, I assure you. Please be sure 
there are none at my table. My nephew is 
coming here in a few days. He‘ll share my 
room.” 

The nephew when he arrived proved to be 
an Air Force man, a major (though only 26 
or so). His right leg was artificial, H> had 
been in the Ploesti oilfield raids, flying a 
Liberator; he had been lucky, as he himself 
put it. The nephew was abnormally quiet; 
perhaps it would have been strange if he had 
not been abnormal in some way. He sat on 
the porch a good deal, while his uncle used 
the athletic facilities with fine vigor. 

One day a young man sat alongside the Air 
Force major and after a time there was con- 
versation between. The young man was Jew- 
ish; he was a civilian. After two days the 
Air Force man and the civilian—the nephew 
of the fine-looking, vigorous man who wanted 
his table judenrein, and the Jewish civilian 
—were constant companions. They walked to- 
gether, they rowed, they played ping-pong, one 
read the front half of the paper while the 
other read the back half, and then they ex- 
changed halves. 

On the third day, the Air Force man asked 
the headwaiter to switch his friend’s place 
at table and seat him with him and his uncle. 
My friend, the hotel owner, who is the sardonic 
type (as what hotelman isn’t?) thought it 
would be interesting to see what happened. 
From his corner table—he ate with the guests— 
he watched. He saw the Air Force man intro- 
duce his friend to his uncle. The uncle with a 
swift smile acknowledged the introduction. 
For a while all went well. 

‘Did You Forget?’ 

My friend couldn’t hear what happened, 
but suddenly there seemed to be a brief but 
heated exchange of words and then the uncle 
was striding from the table, heated straight 
for the hotel owner. “Did you forget what I 
told you about Jews at my table!” he said in 
a low, intense tone. Before the owner could 
explain, the Air Force man was at his uncle’s 
side. “Listen,” he said grimly. “That fellow 
is my friend!” 

The uncle looked at him and said evenely. “I 
don’t eat with Jews. And expect you not to, 
either.” 

The major replied, “That... Jew... had two 
brothers in service. He was in service him- 
self. His two brothers are dead. One of them 
was killed in the Ploesti raid, the same day 
I lost my leg. Do you think I lost my leg and 
he lost his two brothers so you can sneer at 
Jews?” He started to walk away awkwardly,

The authcr 
of one pamphlet was exposed as 
Ainslee E. Horney, Chicago, long 
a preacher of hatred and racial 
intolerance. 

“The distribution of these scur- 
rilous publications is an effron- 
tery to the members of the Sen- 
ate and a brazen and impudent 
slur’ upon the integrity of our 
American idealism,” the resolu- 
tion said. 

“It is the obvious intent of the 
persons or organizations respon- 
sible for the publication and dis- 
semination of this material to 
create disunity and discord 
among the citizens of this state 
and nation by aligning class 
against class and creed against 
creed in the pattern established 
by the ruthless leaders of Fas- 
cism in European lands. 

“The preservation of America 
as the greatest symbol of liberty 
and equality ever known to man- 
kind will be seriously threatened 
if subversive forces and elements 
afe permitted to spread their 
philosophies of bigotry and hat- 
red.” 

Has Power to Subpoena 

The investigating committee 
was authorized by the resolution 
to issue subpoenas to compel the 
appearance of witnesses and the 
submission of relevant books, 
papers and documents. The com- 
mittee was instructed to report 
its findings to the General As- 
sembly by June 15, 1945.

Consultants Start Home 
From Conference in Disgust 

San Francisco’s “consultants” 
are starting home in disgust. So 
says the Forward, which explains 
that Watt, of the A. F. L., and 
Murray, of the C. I. O., are 
among those originally “invited,” 
who see no sense in staying. No- 
body consults them. At a press 
conference once a day, every one 
is told what they have already 
read in the newspapers. The 
press agrees that the Jews are 
particularly to be pitied. They 
wander around the corridors 
watching the colorful Arabs, who 
are really part of the Conference. 
But the Jews are supreme in the 
multitude of their musicl-comedy 
“delegations.” Complete futility! 
Never were we so low. With 
graveyard humor, Dingal (Day) 
“stresses” that Reform Jews of 
America are entitled to TWO 
delegations, one for the Zionists, 
and one for the anti-Zionists; and 
seems surprised that they didn’t 
all come, like everybody else. 

The Jewish Labor Committee, 
anti-Zionist, is the whipping-boy. 
Hardly anyone likes it. It is, says 
Danzis (Day), “neither Jewish, 
nor does it represent labor.”

“AL SEGAL Speaks on MR. HILLEL'S GOD 





R. HILLEL—he’s the gentleman who 

occasionally likes to conduct this col- 
umn—requests the pricilege of taking my place 
here this week. He says he needs a bit of vaca- 
tion from the pressures of his business (ladies’ 
apparel) gnd to run this column this week 
will be a happy change for him. The spring- 
time trade has been just too much for Mr. 
Hillel’s nerves. 

Myself, I need a vacation, too, though I 
ean’t think of taking 
over Mr. Hillel’s business 
for a day in his place. 
But I do know a spot 
where it’s lovely to visit 
today. There are bloom- 
ing magnolias and cherry 
blossoms. 

So I said, it’s a go, Mr. 
Hillel. You may have this 
column today. Mr. Hillel 
takes it over as follows: ; 

Well, I’m your old friend, Mr. Hillel. My 
subject is how hard it is to be a Jew. It’s 
like being continuously in a roughhouse. At my 
age I am entitled to the serenity that a Jewish 
life is supposed to provide for a man. 

I remember my father when he was my age. 
H had made his peace with God and walked 
humbly with Him in all his ways and that was 
being Jewish enough for my father. In his 
time there was no variety of ideologies called 
Jewish. He didn’t have to make his peace with 
other Jews or groups of. Jews, but only with 
God. 

He was considered Jew enough if he was 
faithful to his God; being Jewish had nothing 
to do with loyalties to human personalities, 
such as seen currently to be getting the devo- 
tion that Jews formerly gave only to God. 

My good old father died in the sublime cer- 
tainty that God was his only leader and Him 
alone would he have to please. 

Here I am at 60—an age at which I should 
be allowed to enjoy the peace that my good 
Jewish life has earned for me. I was brought 
up on the noble idea that I should follow only 
God and that men are only the dust to which 
they must ultimately return. I try to live up 
to this idea to the best of my spiritual ability. 
As an undersanding Jew I care nothing at all 
for the pretensions of temporary men. There’s 
persecution enough without our leaders tor- 
menting our poor minds with their clamorous 
rivalries. Sometimes I want to run away from 
it all. 

I used to be sure that I was a worthy Jew 
but now I am constantly being assailed by 
doubts. It has come to pass that the quality 
of a Jew is being judged by the leaders he 
follows—whether a Wise or a Silver or what 
have you. 

Just the other day I was practically excom- 
municated, like some heretic, for saying I 
didn’t give a damn, and confusion on all the 
rivals. I had fallen into a group that was 
arguing the causes of its respective gods. Yes, 
you might have thought they were debating 
whether Wise or Silver was the only true God 
in Israel! their fury seemed fanatically theo- 
logical. 





Some one asked. “What do you think, Mr. 
Hillel?” It was then I said I didn’t give a 
damn, and who was Silver and who was Wise 
or who was any of the other loudspeakers jp, 
Israel? What allegiance do I owe any of them? 
What has come over Jewry when Jewish life 
has become a contest between prima donnas? 
And why should I have any part of it? 

I said Jewish life was going to pieces on the 
quarrels between leaders. . . . “And you are 
fools enough to follow one or the other ot 
them”. . . . That’s what I said. It was a time 
for Jews to be standing together for the main 
thing: The establishment of an order in the 
world in which the rights of Jews to live any. 
where and to be full and effective Citizeng 
wherever they live will be guaranteed, ; 

But in this grave hour, Jews were r 
around in all the excitement of a popularity 
contest between so-called leaders. What a Spec. 
ticle, I said, in a people with a history so noble! 
We like to boast of our great old age and of the 
wisdom we have acquired from having liveq 
so long, but we are behaving like a lot of 
children who were born only yesterday, 

After this outburst, I was beset by the bitter 
anger of the whole party. Divided, though they 
had been over the merits of their respective 
favorites, they were now, for the moment, 
united in their hot wrath against me: What 
kind of a Jew was I anyway?: They said I haq 
no real understanding of the nature of being q 
Jew. A Jew who felt he could have no. part 
in the current matters of Jewish life was prac 
tically no Jew at all. : 

It was as if I had denied God Himself, though, 
as I happen to know, some of the people in 
the crowd haven’t been so sure of the actuality 
of God as they were of their loyalties to one 
leader or another. After they were through 
with me they resumed their recreation of be 
laboring each other. 

Yes, it’s hard to be a Jew if you are a man 
of peace who doesn’t like to live in a rough 
house and believes in walking in the Godly 
serenity that is the inheritance of Jewish life 
and can’t understand these extra-curricular 
ideologies, this absurd pulling and hauling for 
advantage between leaders. 

I said I should like to run away from it all, 
but since I am a Jew, it’s impossible to run 
away. I am not like my good friend and neigh 
bor, Mr. Throckmorton, who is a Presbyterian, 
If the Presbyterian church ever becomes a 
roughhouse he can walk out and join the 
Methodists or Episcopalians. 

But as a Jew I must stick and, in the ancient 
Jewish way, follow the One God, not the 
rivalries of leaders; even though the house of 
Israel is so noisy, what with so many of the 
inhabitants thinking that to be actively Jew 
ish they must bust the windows. 

Perhaps, eventually, the other occupants of 
the good old house will come over to my quiet 
side: The side where men find their way by 
peaceful processes, where by justice and u» 
derstanding the God of Israel rules the hearts 
of men and where there is the wisdom that 
knows leaders are only people of clay, temp 
orary conveniences.

Bernard Flexner, 80,

W YORK —Bernard Flex- 


ner, founder and first president 
of the Palestine Economic Cor- 
poration, died here at the age of 
80. At the time of his death he 
was chairman emeritus of the 
corporation having relinquished 
the position of chairman of the 
board several months ago. 

Mr. Flexner was engaged in 
welfare work for many years and 
served as a major in the Ameri- 
can Red Cross in Poland and Ru- 
mania in the last war.

On Palestine Resolve, 
Eisendrath Says

CINCINNATI—That the Union 
of American Hebrew Congrega- 
tions, of which he is National 
Director, was forced to repri- 
mand the leadership of the Amer- 
ican Jewish Conference, and then 
later sent a telegram to Secre- 
tary of State Stettinius on the 
Same point, was revealed in a 
statement released here by Maur- 
ice N. Eisendrath. 

The rebuke, Dr. Eisendrath de- 
clared, was in connection with 
the misleading “statement read 
in the official record of the hear- 
ings of the U. S. Congress” con- 
cerning the position of the Union 
on the Palestine Resolution, 
which it has not ratified. Rabbi 
Eisendrath revealed that he in- 
sisted that the Union’s position 
be made clear not only at the 
San Francisco Conference, but 
also “in all future official repre- 
sentations or publicity on the 
part of the American Jewish 
Conference.” 

Scramble for Representation 

The part of the statement 
which deals with the Conference 
follows: 

“There is something anomalous 
about the picture that is devel- 
oping in America. In Washing- 
ton recently I was depressed by 
the scramble for representation 
at the San Francisco Conference. 
I deplore especially that’ we 
Jews are represented in San 
Francisco exclusively by secular 
organization, especially since we 
were admitted solely under the 
guise of religion. It must be a 
bit ‘humiliating’ for these organ- 
jzations to wear the cloak of re- 
ligion for the duration of the 
San Francisco Conference and to 
be categorized with the other 
faiths rather than with the other 
folks. 

“The State Department of the 
United States recently decided to 
permit religious groups in Amer- 
ica, along with other aspects of 
American life, to serve as con- 
sultants to the American Delega- 
tion at the United Nations Con- 
ference in San Francisco. Pro- 
testants and Catholics are repre- 
sented by their respective church 
or ecclesiastical institutions. We 
Jews are represented solely by 
secular bodies. To be sure, one 
of these bodies has the virtue at 
least of having all the important 
Jewish religious movements with- 
in its fold, of having appointed 
four rabbis out of its panel of 
nine consultants. 

“It is ironic that at least this 
oblique recognition that religion 
has some role to play in Jewish 
life characterizes the structure of 
the one of these two organiza- 
tions which tends more definitely 
and frankly toward nationalism, 
while the other, eloquently pro- 
fessing the religious nature of 
the Jew, is not now, nor rarely 
if ever in the past, has it been 
represented by Israel’s religious 
leaders. One would think it might 
be somewhat humiliating for our 
flamboyant nationalists and sec- 
ularists to accept admission to 
the San Francisco Conference 
through what they must, in all 
consistency, regard as ‘the back 
door’ of religion. 


Interest in Conference 
“There is comparatively littie 


imterest in the American Jewish 
Conference in most places I vis- 
ited. Failure of the Conference to 
reach out to the country is the 
major reason. I found opposition 
im some places, including mem- 
bers of the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations. It is 
based partly on misunderstand- 
ing, on the belief that the UAHC

had committeed itself to the 
Commonwealth Resolution. When 
given an opportunity to explain 
the Union’s position, some of the 
prejudice was dispelled. As a mat- 
ter of fact we of the Union were 
compelled to rebuke the Ameri- 
can Jewish Conference itself very 
recently for issuing misleading 
information concerning our posi- 
tion on the Palestine Resolution. 
We wrote to the Interim Com- 
mittee: 

“*Because of misleading state- 
ment read in the official record 
of the Hearings of the United 
States Congress, there can be no 
doubt that the Union of Ameri- 
can Hebrew Congregations has 
already been placed in an equi- 
vocal position. As a matter of 
fact, we have received a number 
of communications from leaders 
within our organization protest- 
ing against this seeming indica- 
tion of the Union’s adherence to 
the total program of the Ameri- 
can Jewish Conference, and 
against this patent failure, on 
the contrary, to indicate that the 
Union has not ratified the Pales- 
tine Resolution. 

“* Tt is such procedures and 
the obvious possibility that they 
may be repeated, especially at 
the United Nations Conference, 
to be held shortly in San Fran- 
cisco, or in other representations 
to our own government or inter- 
national bodies that has made 
the Union’s position within the 
American Jewish Conference ex- 
ceedingly difficult to maintain. 
Eager as the Union has been to 
cooperate in those phases of the 
program of the American Jewish 
Conference with which it is in 
hearty accord, it has been con- 
stantly embarrassed by the ab- 
sence of any admission in any 
pronouncements or testimony of 
the AJC to the effect that there 
is divergence of opinion within 
the Conference on the highly con- 
troversial issue of the Jewish 
Commonwealth. As a matter of 
fact, the testimony quoted above 
would indicate the very contrary 
insofar as the Union of Ameri- 
can Hebrew Congregations is 
concerned. 

“For this reason the Union of 
American Hebrew Congregations 
finds it imperative to insist that 
at the forthcoming meeting of 
the United Nations Conference in 
San Francisco, as well as in ail 
pronouncements bearing on the 
Palestine Resolution preliminary 
thereto, as well as in all future 
official representation or public- 
ity on the part of the American 
Jewish Conference, it be clearly 
indicated that the Union of Amer- 
ican Hebrew Congregations—al- 
though a member of the Ameri- 
can Jewish Conference—has 
taken no positive action on the 
Palestine Resolution.’ 


Send Telegram to Stettinius 
It was upon this demand that 


the American Jewish Conference 
conveyed in a telegram to the 
Secretary of State of the United 
States the following unequivocal 
information prior to the opening

CINCINNATI—That there will be a resurgence of Judaism in 
America, how new Reform congregations will be formed in large 
Jewish centers ,and the effect of the returning chaplain on the types 
of Jewish spiritual service, is discussed in a report issued here by 
Rabbi Maurice Eisendrath, National Director of the Union of 


American Hebrew Congrega- 
tions, on the completion of a 
6,000-mile tour. . 

The “resurgence” will be a 
“liberal” one, Rabbi Eisendrath 
states unequivocally. He pointed 
to the example of the organiza- 
tion of a Reform congregation 
by a group of professors on the 
West Coast. 

Rabbi Eisendrath also declared 
that Reform Judaism has the 
greatest appeal to the Jewish 
workers. 

Parts of the statement follows: 

“I believe that there will be a 
resurgence of religion in Amer- 
ica. It may not take the form 
with which we may have been 
familiar in the past, but I think 
our people will emerge from this 
war not satisfied with material 
things alone. They are going to 
recognize that the things that 
plunged us into war were not 
merely economic and social but 
fundamentally moral and _ spir- 
itual. I am not a Pollyanna in this 
optimism. I recognize tremen- 
dous problems ahead and possi- 
bly even graver troubles for min- 
ority groups— Jews, Mexicans, 
Negroes—as I found sentiment 
tremendously adverse toward 
Mexicans, in the South to Neg- 
roes, etc., but I think there will 
be a sufficient religious ferment 
and a realization of the spiritual 
dynamic to establish a bulwark 
against this tide when it begins 


to rise.

Resurgence Will Be “Liberal” 

“Of course, this religious resur- 
gence of which I speak will defin- 
itely be a liberal religious spirit 
—one that is rational, acceptable 
to the liberal individuals of our 
time. I found something exceed- 
ingly heartening, two Rhodes 
scholars in the leadership of Re- 
form congregations in the West, 
which I may say is symbolic of 
the fact that the pendulum has 
begun to swing back from the 
cold rationalism of youth with 
its revolt against religion to a 
realization that religion also has 
kept pace with the modern tem- 
po and is not in any way out of 
place in a scientific world. It is 
more necessary than ever to re- 
strain science which might well 
strengthen the human race and 
get it within moral bounds. 

“Furthermore I am convinced 
that Reform, or Liberal Judaism 
has a special appeal for the 
masses because it is an interpret- 
ation of the Jewish religion 
wholly in tune with the modern 
spirit. It is the only interpreta- 
tion of Judaism which empha- 
sizes the great prophetic message 
seeking a larger measure of so- 
cial justice. That certainly shouid 
attract the toiling masses in 
quest of the same ideals. It 
ought to give to the masses the 
moral dynamite which they are 
lacking.

Members Up, But Not Attendance 

“In the course of my recent 
cross-country tour, visiting doz- 
ens of communities, I found ev- 
erywhere increasing synagogue 
membership. Although there has 
been some improvement, the 
problem of attendance at wor- 
ship is still rather serious. In 
most places, as far as numbers 
are concerned, tremendous 
strides are being made by our 
Liberal Jewish movement. There 





are hardly any congregations in 
larger communities that have not 
reached what they think of in 
terms of the ‘saturation point.’ 
Their physical facilities are taxed 
to capacity. It is true that in 
every community I visited, with 
possibly one exception—our con- 
gregations have grown in num- 
bers and likewise in financial 
strength. This period of prosper- 
ity has enabled most congrega- 
tions to liquidate their mortgages 
or to raise funds for post-war ex- 
pansion. Many congregations are 
contemplating new temples or 
new religious schools or activity 
centers immediately after the 
war. 

“In Los Angeles I had a meet- 
ing with a group representing 
seven new congregations in the 
Los Angeles metropolitan area, 
three of which joined the Union 
of American Hebrew Congrega- 
tions while I was there. I had 
a conference with a group in 
Berkeley who want to start a 
new Reform congregation; those 
I met with are exclusively made 
up of professors and members 
of the staff of the University of 
California, at Berkeley, and they 
are themselves initiating this 
project of a Liberal Jewish con- 
gregation in Berkeley. This is 
very significant as indicating the 
tendency even on the part of 
erstwhile remote ‘intellectuals’ to 
gravitate toward a Liberal Jew- 
ish faith. 

“I found a hopefulness—one 
might almost call it a wistful 
hopefulness—on the part of par- 
ents that problems they have 
had with the younger generaticn 
might be mitigated by the fact 
that their sons are being drawn 
closer to religion under stress of 
battle. Parents, and rabbis espe- 
cially have received innumerable 
letters, amazing letters, from 
many men in the service, indi- 
cating their interest in religious 
services. 

“Men will walk miles under 
the most adverse circumstances 
to attend services of worship, to 
seek out the chaplain. And it 
might be added that, despite our 
Reform Jews comprising a min- 
ority in America—only about 
10% of American Jewry — we 
have supplied 50% of the Jewish 
chaplains who are winning hosts 
of friends and influencing hordes 
of young men and women in uni- 
form to appreciate a religion 
geared to the modern tempo, 
alive, active and adapted to the 
contemporary scene. Many have 
never prayed in the vernacular 
before; many have never under- 
stood the prayers they uttered. 
Many are now newly won con- 
verts to Liberal Judaism.

What Chaplains Will Do 

“The replacement rabbis are 
proving very effective substitutes 
for the chaplains in some places. 
If our congregations and our rab- 
bis are wise, they will realize 
that many of these chaplains 
have performed highly special- 
ized services of a clinical char- 
acter. That is true particularly 
in our larger centers. The Reform 
movement has not paid sufficient 
attention to personal service in 
our congregations. That is so be- 
cause our rabbis have been cata- 
pulted into public life. Returning 
chaplains will provide a splendid 
opportunity to supplement their 
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public labors by having haq 
tremendous experience, Personal 
guidance, etc., would be a 
asset to our congregations. 
“Our people are longing tor 
that kind of intimate AS8Sistanee

Ferment in the Provinces 

“I do not think that there jg 
much difference between Joy; 
congregational life in the Cities 
and in the provinces, except jn 
quantity and interest. I thinx you 
have greater interest in 
smaller community, which takeg 
its organizational responsibilities 
in general, more seriously, Th, 
provincial Jew is less cynical, 
less blase, because to him jt is 
everything. In a small town the 
temple does nearly everything 
That is not true in the large 
city where you have all the Other 
Jewish organizations in which 
the temple personally is likewise 
interested. Aside from that, othe 
activities distract from the pro 
gram of the temple. Probably 
there is a much more dynamie 
program in the congregation of 
the larger city than there js in 
the small. 

“On the other hand I foung 
sentiment developing to the ¢. 
fect of ‘a plague on both your 
houses.’ People are sick of our 
internecine squabbles. They get 
along pretty well in the smaller 
communities. You find Zionists 
and bitter anti-Zionists cooperate 
fairly well. They just don’t un 
derstand the bitterness of the 
feuds in national Jewish life, For 
example in Houston, Texas, J 
found that the leaders and the 
rabbi of Temple Beth Israel get 
along quite well in their federa 
tion or community council; they 
are determined to do so. There 
are dangers involved that there 
may be further rifts, but I spoke 
to leaders on both sides who are 
determined not to _ have that 
community broken. 

“TI think the time not too dis 
tant when the _ unification of 
Jewish life will be realized by 
pressure from below rather than 
by personal rivalries from above. 
I think communities have learned 
through their cooperation that 
local leaders will be the compel: 
ling influence to bring about a 
greater degree of unity in Amer 
ican life. That is a nausea re 
sulting from national conflict. I 
think it reasonable to predict 
that after the war there will be 
need for new congregations ia 
communities where Reform bot 
ies already exist. We are laying 
plans for considerable expansion 
The Union hopes to be able 
send returning chaplains into the 
larger cities for the purpose o 
establishing new congregations 
and, if necessary, to subsidiz 
them for a limited time.

experimental materials, constant 
pioneering, new pedagogy, meth- 
the kids still do not like Sunday 
ods and technique, I think our 
schools are everywhere raising 
their standards. Even our child- 
yen react far more favorably 
than was the case in the past. 
Of course, our Union texts are 
used everywhere. While my trip 
was principally to our Liberal 
congregations, T heard every- 
where, from rabbis and religious 
school leaders, that our texts are 
utilized largely in other congre- 
gations, particularly in Conserva- 
tive schools, and even in some of 
the Orthodox. 

“[ find also that our school 
eurricula are keyed much more 
to the contemporary Jewish 
gcene than was the case in the 
past. Religious school used <o 
mean gazing almost exclusively 
into the ancient days. Someone 
has facetiously said that our re- 
ligious school curricula in former 
times led the Children of Israel 
out of Egypt into the wilderness 
—only to leave them there. Much 
of our educational material that 
eomes from Cincinnati today, 
takes its point of departure from 
the contemporary Jewish scene 
and deals with the problems and 
institutions and movements of 
modern Jewish life. 

“The age of confirmation is be- 
ing raised everywhere, which 
means that we keep our children 
in school much longer than for- 
merly. In addition, due to a long 
educational campaign and much 
pressure from our Commission 
on Education, many schools have 
introduced mid-week instruction. 
We are constantly hammering 
away at the inadequacy of the 
mere ‘Sunday School’ and the re- 
sults are beginning to tell. De- 
spite everything that has been 
said about Reform as being neg- 
ative and escapist, I will wager 
that if a comparable survey 
were made between the total 
time spent in school in the aver- 
age Cheder or Talmud Torah 
and in our Temple schools—if 
the years taken into considera- 
tion were from 6 to 16, we will 
fnd that our Reform children 


have spent more actual hours in 
religious and Jewish training 
than most of the Orthodox. I 
base this conviction on the fact 
that confirmation is later than 
Bar Mitzvah. Another reason is 
that a number of our schools are 


going into the mid-week instruc- 


tion field, in addition to Sunday. 
* * ” 
Post-Confirmation Problem 

“The post-confirmation period 
among our youth is a very seri- 
ous problem. Everyone is strug- 
gling with the gap between the 
age of 16 and the time our young 
people get married. It has always 
been our major problem. We 
hope to be able to revitalize our 
youth work at the end of the 
war. We comtemplate the pur- 
chase of a camp before very long 
for the purpose of training 
youth leaders. We have to edu- 
cate them along these lines. It 
is our weakest link. 

“I don’t believe there has been 
anywhere as much work devoted 
to religious and Jewish education 
in actual texts published, as by 
the Union. I don’t know of any 
publishing house that has put 
out as many titles as we have 
in the field of Jewish education. 
It is an indication that American 
Jewry is taking its place in de- 
veloping its culture — presenting 
its own literature that is geared 
to American Jewry. 

+ * * 
Don’t Want Patronizing, Charity 

“Whether or not we Jews wilt 
have a real opportunity to be 
heard in San Francisco seems 
problematical at this moment. 
My own humble role, as one of 
the consultants of the American 
Jewish Conference, may be ut- 
terly meaningless. But I want to 
say that the Jewish problem 
must be attacked, not in the 
spirit of patronizing compassion 
or condescending charity, gener- 
ous as these impulses are, but in 
the spirit of justice and equality. 
We Jews cannot be content with 
mere negative gains, with the 
right not to be killed for no 
reason, not to be fenced off from 
economic life during periods of 
crisis. We insist that the Jew has

a right to full and free participa- 
tion in the life of our time. 

“The Jew has a right to con- 
tribute to the best of his ability 
toward world progress without 
taking furtive glances over his 
shoulder to see whether his posi- 
tion is not becoming too promin- 
ent. The Jew has a right to the 
same freedom from fear which 
has been promised to all peoples 
everywhere in the world. But he 
will never enjoy that freedom, 
no matter how often his right to 
it is asserted, unless ~he ceases 
to be anonymous, unless he is 
recognized as comprising a liv- 
ing, breathing people. 

“There is only one way in 
which a world bent on organiz- 
ing for peace and security can 
answer these questions. The Jew- 
ish people must be heard at San 
Francisco, so that they may take 
their place in planning the peace 
which is to follow the bloody war 
still being waged against them; 
so that they may help rear that 
kind of a world of which, after 
all, their own Hebrew prophets 
dreamed and toward which, we 
hope, all creation, at long last, 
moves today.

The non- 
Zionist viewpoint is represented 
in the Conference by organiza- 
tions which have remained in the 
Conference out of respect for the 
majority decision, although they 
did not, as organizations, support 
the Palestine resolution in its en- 
tirety. These include: among 
others, B’nai B’rith, the Union of 
American Hebrew Congregations, 
the National Federation of Tem- 
ple Sisterhoods, the National 
Council of Jewish Women and 
others.’ 


Cites Dangers of Nationalism 
In U. S. 


“There is a difference between 
the cultural and political aspects, 
in view of the right of cultural 
groups to preserve their own cul- 
tural patterns. But to try to or- 
ganize Jewish life in America 
on a nationalistic basis would de- 
feat the whole pattern of Amer- 
icanism and Judaism as we con- 
ceive it. We believe our religion 
to be our Jewish heritage. In 
this instance religious, of course, 
does not mean being restricted 
to a service of worship but being 
loyal to a Jewish way of life 
with all its cultural accomplish- 
ments. That particular interpret- 
ation of Judaism the Union of 
American Hebrew Congregations 
has stood for these many years, 
It has not in any way watered 
down the Jewish content, as is 
evidenced by our educational pro- 
gram, our participation in Jew-

“While the Union has always 
stood for religion as being the 
standard of the Jewish point of 
reference of the Jew, it has nev. 
er historically cut itself off from 
K’lal Yisroel. Isaac Mayer Wise, 
founder of the Union, was among 
the first to espouse Jewish rights 
everywhere in regard to the in- 
trusion upon Jewish rights in 
Switzerland, in Russia, in Rou- 
mania. It is interesting to point 
out that the first call for an 
American Jewish Congress came 
from Dr. David Phillipson, one 
of the leaders of the Union, so 
that there is no controversy. be- 
tween the emphasis upon religion 
and solidarity with the Jewish 
people. 


Palestine of General Concern 


“There is a tremendous interest 
in and concern for Palestine ev- 
erywhere. Interest prevails in ail 
of the congregations, and on the 
whole it is a positive interest— 
sO positive, in fact, that most 
congregations have in miniature 
some of the conflict that is to be 
found on the national scene. Most 
of the liberal congregational 
leaders have followed the guid- 
ance of the Union, being con- 
vinced that to hold their congre- 
gations together and to make it 
possible for them to continue 
their constructive religious work, 
it is imperative that they keep 
the Palestine political issue out 
of the congregation. They fol- 
low the leadership of the Union 
in maintaining that this is a mate 
ter for each individual to decide 
in his own conscience, and that 
the local congregation and the 
national organization should not 
take defiinite action. That is un- 
doubtedly the conclusion of the 
majority leadership of our cone 
gregations and of the member- 
ships. Here and there a few are 
not satisfied with that. The Wel- 
fare fund leadership is composed 
largely of Reform Jews. They 
certainly want the breach be 
tween J. D. C. and U. P. A, 
healed.”

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The Trial That 


Started a Nation 
Paris, in the year 1891, 
came a Jewish newspaper- 
man who was sent to be Paris 
correspondent for a Vienna paper. 
His interests were many and 
varied, but they did not include 
Jewis hlife or problems. 

The city was aroused by a 
sensational trial just at that time 
and the correspondent covered the 
case for his paper. 

A Jewish military officer, in the 
French army, Captain Dreyfus 
was accused of selling military 
secrets of the French government 
to the Germans. He was court- 
martialed and condemned to soli- 
tary confinement for life on hor- 
rible Devil’s Island off the coast 
of Guiana. The captain protested 
his innocence, crying “You are 
degrading an innocent man!” but 
he was publicly shamed and his 
disgrace and punishment were 
talked about everywhere. 

The people turned against all 
the Jews of France, making them 
feel responsible for the crime. 

One day, several years later, a 
young French officer, Colonel Pic- 
quart, discovered the documents, 
listing the military secrets that 
Dreyfus was accused of having 
tried to sell. He felt there was 
something queer about the list 
and finally found it was a forgery. 
Now he was convinced that a 
great injustice had been done to 
Captain Dreyfus and he took his 
discovery to his superior officers. 

To his amazement, his superiors 
only warned him to be quiet about 
the matter and immediately trans- 
ferred him to a foreign station. 

Picquart refused to be silenc- 
ed. He enlisted the help of fam- 
ous writers like Emile Zola and 
Anatole France, and political lead- 
ers like Georges Clemenceau. But 
although these men cried out that 
Dreyfus was the victim of a wick- 
ed ‘plot the army officers refused 
to give him a new trial, because 
he was a Jew. 

Feeling about the case grew 
more intense. The country became 
divided into two camps, for and 
against Dreyfus. 

After some years the men who 
had forged the list of military 
secrets confessed, but even then 
the army delayed about returning 
Captain Dreyfus to honor. It was 
not until 1906 that he was fully 
acquited of the false charge 
which had ruined his life. When 
he was proved innocent, the good 
name of all the Jews in France 
was restored, because it was not 
Dreyfus the man, who had been 
on trial but Dreyfus the Jew. 

The case affected the Vienna 
newspaperman too. It made him 
realize that he was a Jew and that 
his people had a great problem. 
He wrote a booklet called “The 
Jewish State”. He said that the 
Jews are a separate nation and 
only by living in a land of their 
Own which they have built can 
they solve their problems like 
other nations and then he oytlined 
his plan for organizing aewish 
state. 

The correspondent was Theodor 
Herzl. His ideas were not new but 
they came at the right time and 
more important still—Herzl was 
a man who could lead. He gather- 
ed representatives of the Jews 
from all over the world at a meet- 
ing to discuss the plan. That was 
the First Zionist Congress in 
Basle, Switzerland in 1897, the 
first time in 2,000 years that rep- 
resentatives of world Jewry had 
met. The Congress declared a 
program. “The aim of Zionism,” it 


people a home in Palestine secur- 
ed by public law.” 

Herzl died fighting for his ideal. 
He died before any of it had come 
true, but his memory inspired 
others to carry on the task he 
begun. 

You know, Zionist is only a 
rather new name for some—that 
that goes far back in our history. 
Since the days of Abraham, the 
Land of Zion or Palestine has been 
part of Jewish life and no matter 
where in the world he was, the 
Jews still prayed at the end of 
the Passover Seder _ service, 
“Next year in Jerusalem!” 

It is only lately that a prac- 
tical movement to rebuild a na- 
tional homeland in the Land of 
Zion has inspired the imagina- 
tions of so many people, and they 
are the ones who are called 
“Zionists.” They want to see Pal- 
estine develop as a center of Jew- 
ish culture and art from which 
the rest of the world may draw 
inspiration and they want Jewish 
refugees to have a secure home 
in an independent nation. 


“Getting David off 
To Sunday School” 

The time is Sunday morning— 
9 a. m. David’s alarm clock rings 
loudly and noisily. David sleepily 
emerges amid a great pile of 
bedclothes, finds out that it is 
icy cold, and dives back into 
his comfortable bed. His mother 
calls out loudly, 

“David! Hurry up! You have 
Sunday School today.” 

David sighs and very reluc- 
tantly jumps out of bed and 
slowly walks toward the bath- 
room. Comes 9:15, and David is 
still brushing his teeth. This time 
his father calls out to him, 

“David, get out of the bath- 
room and jump into your clothes. 
You’re surely going to be late 
today.” 

David thinks of going fishing 
and then thinks of going to Sun- 
day School and heaves a large 
sigh. He walks back to his bed- 
room and starts to get dressed. 
Twenty minutes later, he has his 
shoes and socks on. His parents 
now start busily rushing him. 
He finishes dressing and sits 
down to breakfast with which he 
plays and dawdles. At the end of 
a half hour, he finishes, and his 
parents speed him to Sunday 
School at just 10 a. m. on the dot. 

And so friends, learn a moral 
from this story, never-to-be-for- 
gotten. Don’t be like David.

Lunches for Children 


January 31 
- « « This morning I tagged 
along with Mrs. Bavli. She is the 
director of the Hadassah school 
luncheon program for Palestine. 
We visited four schools in the 
course of the morning, all in 
small communities close by Tel 
Aviv. The first was at Shech- 
unat Borochor. This was my first 
contact with the school luncheon 
program and I had it all ex- 
plained. I learned that about 28,- 
000 school children were _ fed 
daily. These were in 330 schools, 
kindergartens and clubs, and the 
program was carried on by 80 
cooking teachers, who instructed 
the children in preparing the 
lunches. Some children in places 
without cooking teachers were 
fed with food cooked in schools 
with teachers or from central 
kitchens in the towns. The child- 
ren for the most part are not 
merely handed a meal. They first 
receive lectures in nutrition by 
the teachers. They study about 
the nature of the various foods, 
the food value of each type and 
the preparation of nutritious 
diets. They draw up various 
menus and small groups take 
turns in gaining practical kitchen 
experience by actually preparing 
the very luncheon that is to be 
served in the school on that par- 
ticular day. They cook it and 
serve it all under the _ super- 
vision of their cooking teacher. 
Each teacher is limited by a bud- 
get and the necessity of having 
certain food value in the lunch, 
but otherwise may select her 
own menu. 


Snow in Jerusalem 
February 3 

« - - 1 woke up to what was 
apparently a great thrill in Pal- 
estine. There was snow in Je- 
rusalem. I went first to the ar- 
chives of the Jewish Agency 
where they have stored away a 
multitude of books, pamphlets 
and periodicals on the subject of 
Zionism. Some of the more val- 
uable ones were kept in a bomb- 
proof shelter. A few historical 
pieces, such as some of Herzl’s 
original manuscripts were on ex- 
hibition. There was also a spe- 
cial room devoted to material by 
or about Herzl. 

Next I visited the Jewish Na- 
tional Fund section and saw 
there volumes of the Golden 
Book with their truly magnificent 
binding and also the Herzl Room, 
which is an exact reproduction 
of Herzl’s study in Vienna, and 
which contains all the furnish- 
ings that were his. All his books 
are there down to the smallest 
knick-knacks he had on his desk. 


Jewish USO 


... The war has brought many 
people to Palestine, who -other- 
wise might never have been 
there and more of them are non- 
Jews. The Jews of Palestine have 
organized a Central Hospitality 
Committee which sponsors Allied 
Service Clubs in the larger com- 
munities and does a magnificent 
“USO” job. I emphasize that 
most of the military personnel 
they deal with in non-Jewish, but 
the hospitality of the Jews is 
magnificent and they cannot help 
but be impressed. 

One man who had been an 
avowed anti-Semite, wrote in the 
Guest Register of the Zionist 
Information Bureau, “I have 
learned a lot about the Jews, 
but the most important thing, 
I’ve learned to love them. God 
bless you!!” 

. . . Before getting to Pales- 
tine I was a bit worried. I ap- 
proached the country fearful 


lest the reality not measure up 
to what I had heard and the 
picture I had built up in my 
mind. But I was not let down. 
It was a real thrill. There is

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Mr. Cohn’s article, which appeared in “The Saturday Review of Literature” has aroused 
quite a bit of controversy in Jewish circles. 
N September, 1944—the beginning of the sixth year of this war—the Washington 

(D C.) Star published the following item: 

The Citizens’ Committee on Race Relations plans to meet in the near future 
with leaders of the National Conference of Christians and Jews as the first step 
in its move to combat what the committee said was “growing” anti-Semitism in 
Washington. ... The chairman declared that anti-Semitism is definitely bad 
and apparently growing worse in Washington, It will challenge the very best we 
can do about it... .” 

From other sections of the country come similar reports of growing anti- 
Semitism while liberal Gentiles and alarmed Jews seek means to combat this 
hatred which menaces not only American Jews but the whole American demo- 
cratic system. The old lies and some new ones are repeated over and over again. 
Jews dragged the United States into the war but are staying out of the armed 
services and growing rich at home as Gentiles die in their defense. Jews “own 
everything in America including the press, radio, and movies which they run for 
their own evil ends. They control the Roosevelt Administration. They are com- 
munists and international bankers. They are, in short, responsible for all the 


ills of the nation. 


Week after week these monstrous charges are refuted by Jewish and non- 
Jewish authorities but they continue to be made and apparently gain force with 
the telling. It seems useless to demonstrate that Jewish wealth is simply in pro- 
portion to the number of American Jews; that Jews are an almost negligible 
influence in banking and in such powerful industries as oil, steel, railroads, auto- 
mobiles, chemicals, meat packing, communications, shipping, coal, aluminum, 
farm implements, shoe manufacturing, aviation, lumber; that in Gustavus Myer’s 
History of the Great American Fortunes Jews play a trivial role; that perhaps 
the amassed wealth of all the Jewish millionaires in the country would scarcely 
equal the two-billion-dollar fortune of only one Gentile—Henry Ford; or that Jew: 
ish influence is predominant in only two smaller branches of American industry, 
the garment trades and the movies, both of which were pioneered by Jews. 


It seems equally useless to point out that the Germans and Japanese may have 
had something to do with dragging us into the war, or to illuminate the fantastic 
irony that the American Army is battling its way into Germany to fight the 
Hitler fanatics who rose to power through the use of anti-Semitism while here in 
the United States anti-Semitism is rising. Of what benefit is it to show that from 
the Revolutionary War to this one Jews have fought and died in proportion to 
their numbers and have often earned awards for gallantry out of proportion to 
their numbers? It is unhappy enough to be accused of lack of patriotism. But it 
is a melancholy thing indeed when such accusations sometimes drive Jews to 
boast of their patriotism so that one cannot even die quietly for one’s country; 
when there is read into the Congressional Record page upon page of the names 


of American Jews who have died, been wounded, and won medals for bra 
in this war. None of this matters. The same old charges are made just the 

What does it profit Jews to prove that the largest press proprietors in the 
United States are non-Jewish? Or that the Jewish-owned New York Times ig by 
universal consent one of the ornaments of world journalism, if not the world’s 
best newspaper, distinguished for its lack of bias as well as its news coverage? 
The futile nature of the case was demonstrated sometime ago by Fortune wh 
seeking to destroy the canard that Jews “own” this country, it showed that Jewish 
influence was predominant only in the garment trades and the movies. Suppose 
that this effectively destroyed the canard? Would this not mean impliedly that 
in a country whose cult is efficiency and competency that they have risen to the 
heights in only two industries which are not of overwhelming importance? Would 
it not then follow that American Jews could securely establish themselves here and 
perhaps even gain the affection of the nation if they should deliberately debase 
themselves to the wealth and cultural level of impoverished sharecroppers? That 
instead of being businessmen, doctors, scientists, writers, artists, and run-of-the 
mill middle class, making contributions of wealth and culture to the nation, th 
should so debilitate themselves as to become an economic and cultural drag op 
the progress of the nation? Are we to say that the test of survival of a minority 
group is its business and intellectual competence or incompetence? 

We have long had a genteel anti-Semitism here. It is expressed in part by 
the exclusion of Jews from certain areas, hotels, apartment houses, clubs, Schools, 
and college fraternities. This, however, matters little except to the tiny and 
contemptible group of Jewish social climbers. More important, Jews are admitted 
into many privately endowed schools and universities only on a quota basis. The 
quotas are especially limited in medical schools and numbers of Jewish medical 
students are driven as far afield as Europe and Howard, the Negro university 
in Washington, for their education. It so happens that Jews brought medicine to 
Europe when they entered Spain with the Moors in the seventh century—six 
hundred years before Columbus set out for America—but this makes no difference, 
Similarly, one finds here a marked economic discrimination against Jews on the 
part of many employers who welcomed them as customers but not’ as employees; 
whose help wanted advertisements read “Gentiles Only.” Great Britain has haq 
a Jewish Prime Minister and Viceroy of India, but no Jew may aspire to become 
President of the United States; during our entire history only four Jews haye 
ever sat in the Senate, and a somewhat larger number in the House; while it js 
almost as difficult for a Jew to enter the State Department as for a Baptist to 
become Pope. 

All of these things Jews manage to endure and with a minimum of whining 
or protest. But latent anti-Semitism, even of the genteel high church variety prac. 
ticed by some of the nation’s well bred people, is not necessarily static. It may 
readily become dynamic in a period such as this of profound unrest, insecurity, 
and fear; when the Hitlerian poison has subtly permeated the minds of millions, 
and bewildered men seek a scapegoat for their troubles. For, it must be remem.

ally a man suffering from a sense 
of inferiority and few things give 
rise to a more violent hatred. 


The combustibles of violent 
anti-Semitism are present in all 
anti-Semites whether American 
or German, but when the sparks 
become flame it is not Jews alone 
who perish. The dangers of Ger- 
man ‘anti-Semitism to the world 
were pointed out some years be- 
fore this war began by the bril- 
liant French journalist Raoul de 
Roussy de Sales, Speaking to 
American audiences he said he 
was concerned with the fate of 
German Jews not simply because 
they were helpless human beings 
but also because he feared that 
German anti-Semitism was a 
symptom of a disease which 
might become virulent and sweep 
over the world in the form of 
war. If, he continued, the Nazis 
should fasten their grip on Ger- 
many through anti-Semitism and 
proceed to war, Jews would suf- 
fer grievously But non-Jews 
would suffer even more. There 
are only fifteen million Jews in 
the world but there are nearly 
90 million Frenchmen and Brit- 
ons alone. When, therefore, he 
concluded, Germans torture, mur- 
der, and pillage a helpless minor- 
ity of German Jewish citizens un- 
der conditions of unimaginable 
brutality, let the world beware. 


The warning and prediction of 
M. de Sales strangely illuminate 
Santayana’s dictum that “it is a 
sombre privilege to be a Jew.” 
(A rather Olympian rendering of 
the Yiddish dictum: “It is hard 
and bitter to be a Jew.”) For 
centuries one of the conditions of 
this austere estate was that it was 
the Jews alone who wandered 
homeless on the roads of the 
world. But in the years since 
Germany invaded Poland he has 
been stripped of even this dark 
distinction. He has been lost 
in the crowds of Gentiles of many 
nationalities seeking shelter from

man torturers. His ashes are 
indistinguishable from those of 
thousands of Russian, Poles, 
Czechs, and others who went with 
him into the gas chambers and 
crematories of Majdanek. 


There is now a rising anti-Sem. 
itism here. It would be reckless 
under the circumstances to say 
it could never assume a violent 
form, and no minority with a 
tragic history such as that of 
the Jews can go upon such a 
comfortable assumption. Conse. 
quently there are few American 
Jews who now do not feel inse. 
cure to some degree, and their in. 
security is shared by all Gentile 
democrats who know that anti. 
Semitism is almost invariably the 
forerunner of tyranny for all. If, 
however, appeals to reason fail; 
if Christian charity dies and love 
is superseded by hate, to what 
and to whom shall Jews appeal? 
What shall they do? What can 
they do? 

In my opinion they should 
make no appeal at all but conduct 
themselves as good citizens ac 
cording to their lights and await 
the verdict of the majority with 
calm dignity. Certainly it is in 
tolerable that one should be ina 
position where one can be con 
Stantly called upon by any vub 
gar passerby to justify one’s right 
to a decent place in society. Itis 
not only intolerable but it is, as 
the evidence shows, futile. Better 
extinction than a lifetime of 
craveness and apology for the 
right to exist in a merely pyhsio 
logical sense. I, for one, should 
prefer extinction under these cir 
cumstances whatever my coreli- 
gionists may think, and I, as an 
American Jew speaking only for 
myself, think it time to state what 
seems to me the essential nature 
of the case. I would be crystal 
clear upon one point. I do not 
imply that Jews are blameless. 
Their virtues and vices are such 
indeed that at one stroke they 
produced Jesus and Judas. “Jews 
are members of the human race,” 
wrote Mark Twain. “Worse than 
that I cannot say of them.” 


If the majority of the American

First of all, anti-Semites must 
give up Christianity. It is slight- 
ly difficult to take communion 
wafers with one hand and slit the 
throats of Jews with the other. 
Even the Germans realized that 
this was impossible and conse- 
quently, with their dreadful logic, 
they sought to extirpate the re- 
ligion of love and peace in Ger- 
many before embarking upon 
war, murder and hate. 

Second, it would be necessary 
to destroy the Constitution and 
scatter the ashes of the Founding 
Fathers. Democracy would have 
to go and with it the Bill of 
Rights; the great books would be 
burned and the universities per- 
yerted; the press debauched and 
truth driven underground. No 
man would be his own master 
and none could call his soul his 
own. And as the Jews perished 
there would perish with them 
numbers of Gentiles who are of 
the saving remnant—Christians, 
democrats, lovers of justice. Even 
in Germany there were such men 
and women but their tongues 
have long been stilled in concen- 
tration camps or death. 

Third, it would be obligatory 
again to assassinate Mr. Lincoln. 
Some seventy-odd years after the 
Revolution the principles of the 
Founding Fathers were reaf- 
firmed and made secure in a great 
civil war. The President of the 
United States held that a nation 
could not exist half slave and 
half free. Since, however, there 
is no essential difference between 
three million black slaves in 1861 
and five million white slaves in 
1944, the memory even of a man 
who pronounced such a doctrine 
must be obliterated. 

Few Gentiles would willingly 
pay such a price for indulging in 
ruthless anti-Semitism and no 
Christian would even toy with 
the notion of making the pur- 
chase, Yet even in this nation, 
Christian, free, and democratic, 
in the midst of a great war, and 
with the ghastly German ex- 
amples before it, anti-Semitism is 
rising. How many American 
Gentiles are there who in their 
hearts agree fundamentally with 
the Nazis in their anti-Semitic 
attitudes but think merely that 
they went too far? They would 
like a people held in leash, a con- 
trolled hatred; a disciplined hu- 
miliation which would maim but 
not kill.

preaching sermons. It is our intent merely to record the athletic ac- 
complishments of Jewish performers. The reading public knows very 
well that these boys are neglected as is,’ and where if not in an 
Anglo-Jewish journal can one read about a crack Jewish athlete? 

Despite the so called lack of interest in an athlete’s back- 
ground expressed by my Bronx critic, sports would be very hum- 
drum indeed if it weren’t for the different favorites we follow and 
favor. Don’t tell me that Notre Dame is followed closely on the 
gridiron solely because it happens to turn out good football teams. 
Other schools annually develop teams almost as good. It is because 
Notre Dame is a Catholic institution coupled with its good clubs 
that the South Bend school has such a great following. You can’t 
decry the Catholics for boasting about the Irish. They have a perfect 
right to and justly take pride in a great football institution. By the 
same token you cannot tell the Negro people to stop bragging about 
Joe Louis. He is a fine athlete and makes his people proud. 

We have always felt that there is a strong tendency on the 
part of the Jews to adopt an athlete or movie star as a co- 
religionist simply because that individual happens to bear a 
Judaic name. For example the ludicrous attempt made by some 
journals to Hebrewize the Baer brothers was really disgusting. 
Max and Buddy Baer have about as much Jewish blood in them 
as Jack Dempsey. Dempsey had a grandfather named Benjamin 
but never implied he was Jewish. The Baers went along with 
the gag because it made for big box office gates. However after 
he married a Sullivan girl even Maxie got tired of the pretense 
although there were those who wanted to continue feting this 
wonderful son of Abraham. 

This practice of selecting names at random and posting them 
as Jewish sport luminaries really kicked back several years ago when 
an Anglo-Jewish columnist selcted Dave Myers, N. Y. U. tackle to 
his All-American Jewish football eleven. This was only mistake 
number one that year. The other tackle selected was Al Lassman 
also of N. Y .U. Both boys were terrific. They could handle an 
opposing line between them. Only Myers was a negro and Lass- 
man was Lithuanian. This sort of thing continues to this day. A 
week rarely passes that we see some notable athlete claimed as 
a Jew. This practice we abhor and protest. But to publicize a Jewish 
athlete when he happens to have something on the ball is in our 
kin and we shall continue to do so, our Bronx critic to the con- 
trary notwithstanding.

Some comment is warranted on 
the occasion of the tenth anni- 
versary of the founding of the 
Reconstructionist Movement, 
which will be celebrated at a 
dinner Monday at the Hotel Com- 
modore in New York. 

Most laymen are unfamiliar 
with Reconstructionism, as the 
movement is known, yet it prob- 
ably today is the one most pow- 
erful religious movements in 
American Jewry. The movement 
cuts across the line between Con- 
servative and Reform, and prob- 
ably has as wide a following now 
among the Reform Rabbinate as 


it has in. the Conservative, 
whence it sprang. 

Rabbi Mordecai M. Kaplan, 
founder of Reconstructionism, is 


better known to the Jewish lay- 
men than is his movement. This 
is so probably because of his 
book, “Judaism as a Civilization” 
which had quite a vogue when it 
was published a few years ago. 

Since Reconstructionism is for- 
mulating its beliefs as it goes 
along, it is difficult. to be specific 
in telling about it. The announce- 
ment of the anniversary says 
the movement “is sympathetic 
to reinterpretations of the Jew- 
ish religion in the light of mod- 
ern thought and new conditions.” 
For example, although no policy 
has been pronounced on_ kash- 
ruth, the tendency in Reconstruc- 
tionism, although it demands 
kashruth in the home, is to make 
a concession in respect to eating 
at restaurants, and would con- 
done the eating of chicken and 
beef, despite the fact that the 
utensils are not kosher. 


Reconstructionism is a firm be- 
liever in everything that makes 
possible survival of Judaism, and 
although it is not afraid of 
change or of new forms of wor- 
ship, submits them each to the 
test of their effect on survival

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Rabbi Eisendrath’s Statement Will Please No One 


HE article in this issue telling about the 
rebuke of the American Jewish Con- 
ference by the Union of American Hebrew Con- 
gregations serves to clear the skirts of the 
Union as far as its relation to Palestine is con- 
cerned, but doesn’t seem to solve anything, and 
very likely won’t please anyone, either those 
critics of the UAHC who think Palestine is 
anthema, or those in the body who cannot 
see how any Jewish group can escape support- 
ing Palestine as the Jewish National Home- 
land. 

That Rabbi Maurice FEisendrath, National 
Director of the UAHC, made this report after 
a 6,000-mile tour principally among Reform 
congregations west of the Allegheny Mountains, 
would indicate, as does the fact that the four 
groups who have formed new congregations 
because of criticism of the Union’s stand are 
all in smaller Jewish communities, that he was 
influenced a great deal by the “back-woods” 
sentiment in American Jewish Reform life. 
Unquestionably Reform Jewish public opinion 
outside of the large Jewish centers is years 
behind that in places like New York and Chi- 
cago, and naturally it has not caught up with 
the trend towards Zionism evident everywhere 
in our large Jewish communities. 

When Rabbi Eisdendrath says that his con 


cepts of Jewish religion includes being loyal to 
a Jewish way of life with all its cultural ac- 
complishments,” he is saying no more than 
every good Zionist says. But he is saying more 
than the people from Beth Israel in Houston, 
or the Congregation in Pontiac, the one in 
Lincoln, or the new one in Baton Rouge, La. 
They are for difference in respect to religion, 
but not and definitely not in respect to “cul- 
ture.” Our culture is American, they say in no 
uncertain terms, not Jewish. They definitely 
want to have no truck with “a Jewish way of 
life,” as Rabbi Eisendrath and any thinker who 
recognizes the problem of Jewish survival 
in America knows is necessary. 


Whether Rabbi Eisendrath is stating the offi- 
cial position of the Union is open to debate, but 
in any event, this is the first answer in a long 
time, if not the first at all, of the Union to 
those who have criticized it for its Zionist 
tendencies and leanings. And Post readers 
should not forget that the Union represents 
the lay opinion of the Reform movement: the 
real leadership in Reform in the United States 
is unquestionably in the Central Conference 
of American Rabbis, and that body has shown 
its espousal of the Zionist cause, time after 


time. 


Desperate Need For Morale Building in Jewish Group 


HE letters accompanying the flood of re- 
quests for reprints of the sermon, “Chris- 
tianity’s Debt to Judaism,” by Dr. John Haynes 
Holmes, point up the glaring need for morale 
work in the Jewish group. 

The letters are overflowing with gratitude. 
The praise of the sermon is so extreme, and 
the appreciation to evident, that it becomes 
obvious that the sermon was almost as neces- 
sary to the wellbeing of the people reading it, 
as is food and air. 

The constant pressure from all sides of anti- 
Semitism has had its effect even on Jews. 
Jews know that the anti-Semitic charges are 
unfounded, and when they see these fanatic 
claims about the Jews gain credence, the de- 
structive capacity on the Jewish mind of such 
a situation is enormous. 

In the opinion of The Post, Jewish morale 
is at its lowest ebb probably in modern history. 


No Jewish organization has made the first 
move to do something about this situation. Nor 
has it been discussed, as is almost every other 
phase of Jewish existence. 

The Jewish group is downcast and dis- 


heartened. The fact that Hitler has been de- 


feated has made no difference as far as Jew- 
ish morale is concerned, because what Hitler 
stands for seems to have lived after him. 

The problem is serious, and The Post calls 
for an earnest consideration of it by our re- 
ligious bodies. If something isn’t done soon, 
the effects of this demoralization will become 
a serious problem, if it has not already become 
one. The entire Jewish group needs psychoan- 
alysis. The wearing away of the fabric of Jew- 
ish morale is evident in the growth of the 
Houston movement, and unless something is 
done, there will be other and more serious 
defections. 


If You Think the Outlook Is Merely Bad, Youw’re Wrong 


HERE is one thing about commenting on 
the Jewish position that an editor soon 
learns, and that is that if the outlook seems 
fair, merely characterize it as “bad” and if 
the outlook is such that there is some faint 
hope, then call it ruinous. In other words 
however good the prospects seem, to write 
about them in any but the most hopeless 
way is to be proven wrong; often even be- 
fore the editorial reaches print. 

A case in point is Palestine at the San Fran- 
cisco Conference. Under the old League of 
Nations, Palestine as the ward of the League 
under the management of Great Britain, had 
to have all decisions affecting it approved by 
the League, and even the United States, as a 
party to the treaty approving the mandate, 
had its say so. 

But under the proposed trusteeships now 
being evolved, Palestine will be Great Britain’s 
and no country will have any review power 


over anything Great Britain wishes to do. Wait 
until after the war, the Jews have been told, 
before broaching the Palestine question. These 
string-pullers who play with people’s lives 
have almost proved their point. There aren’t 
any millions of Jews left, now that we have 
waited until the war’s end. 


So if you think the outlook is bad, you’re 
wrong, the outlook is hopeless. If you think 
there may be years of travail before a Jewish 
homeland is finally established, you’re wrong 
again, and you are being too optimistic. 


The rule of thumb for editorial writers on 
Jewish publications is then: “Never permit 
yourself the luxury of having faith, you will 
always be wrong. As far as hope is concerned, 
that is not permissable either. The only inter- 
pretation is discouraging, if you would ever 
have what you have written be proven cor- 
rect by future events.

Among other questions, we asked 
the opinion of the students on 
the subject of intermarriage. The 
results were indeed startling. Al- 
most half of the Jewish student 
pody—47% to be exact—have no 
objection to a Jew marrying a 
non-Jew, even if the other part- 
ner does not embrace Judaism. 
Only one-third (34%) would go 
on record as opposing such un- 
jons, while the remaining 19% 
have no definite opinions. 


All groups — Orthodox, Con- 
servative and Reform—have ex- 
pressed their firm opposition to 
such marriages, because the 
great majority of the children 
of these alliances are lost to 
Judaism. And yet half of the stu- 
dents have no objection to them. 

What do these results mean? 
Fortunately, most of these young 
men will probably marry Jewish 
girls and most of them will re- 
main Jews. But a large number 
refuse to consider the interests 
and welfare of the Jewish group 
in deciding such a question. The 
problem, they believe, is entirely 
a personal one which should be 
left to the couple concerned to 
decide as they think best. The 
spirit of individualism is so dom- 
inant in their thinking that it 


“Intermarriage is the only 
sound way of keeping down anti- 
Semitism,” says another. 


A third student gives his pre- 
scription for the success of in- 
termarriage. “If both parents 
and children have been brought 
to a tolerant and progressive 
viewpoint toward their own and 
their neighbor’s religion there is 
no reason why intermarriage 
could not succeed despite the 
widely divergent cultural, social 
and religious backgrounds of 
those involved.” 


It is part of the program of 
the B’nai B’rith Hillel Founda- 
tions to combat this indifference 
on the part of our college youth 
to the factors essential for the 
survival and strengthening of 
Judaism. By awakening an appre- 
ciation for the positive values of 
Jewish life we can develop the 
“will to live’ as Jews which is 
lacking in perhaps one-quarter 
to one-third of the Jewish stu- 
dent body at this university. For 
only when the student is both 
willing and happy to be a Jew 
will he voluntarily accept upon 
himself the obligations and re- 
sponsibilities which every Jewish 
citizen owes to his people.

Thank you for your letter to 
the Jewish Post in protest of my 
letter. 

May I ask you if you have read 
“Cooperative Living in Palestine” 
by Henril F. Infield, describing 
Jewish agricultural colonies in 
Palestine? This book may be ob- 
tained in our Chicago Public Li- 
braries. I am enclosing just a 
page of some notes I made from 
the book, which to me are rather 
objectionable for Jewish children 
to participate in. 

I am more than convinced that 
more than 95% of our Jewish 
population have not heard of the 
Hashomer Hatzair, one of the 
groups in the Labor Zionist or- 
ganization. They call themselves 
the H&H Movement— I call them 
the Hush and Hush Movement. 

If this H & H Movement were 
brought into the open and would 
consent to, or be compelled to, 
show itself for what it is, then 
parents could at least work in- 
telligently in protecting their chil- 
dren against it, if they disapprove, 
or to encourage them in it if they 
approve. Young people them- 
selves could go into it with their 
eyes open. 

I have spoken to many, many 
high officials in the Zionist organ- 
ization in Chicago and they all 
agree—“Yes, we do not approve 
of their methods or their ideas 
and if the movement were expos- 
ed it would do more harm to the 
Jews”—Yes, I fight the organ- 
ization every time I can with my 
mouth,” etc., ete., ete.—but think 
of the poor mothers that have no 
idea of such a movement and the 
child hides same behind the safe 
and sound word “Zionist,” and 
only until the child is of age and 
must leave the home to work at 
the H & H Farms here in the 
states, and after they have finish- 
ed working the farms for their 
training, they go into the business 
world, work, just keep enough 
money for very very few clothes 
and their food, and the balance 
of their earnings are to be turn- 
ed over to the organization until 
they obtain passage to Palestine. 
Is that the life besides objections, 
on page enclosed, that you would 
want for your child or one who is 
near and dear to you.

I Didn't Raise My Boy to be a Statistic 
ANY years ago I saw a well printed, handsomely bound book 
issued by German Jewry, listing the names and other per- 
tinent information of 12,000 German Jews who in 1914-18 had given 
their lives for the Kaiser and the Fatherland. Much effort had 
doubtless gone into the preparation of the book. Committees of 
volunteers had very likely gone from Jewish home to Jewish home, 
from city to city, had pored over official records, searched the files 
of the German equivalent of the War Department, and had finally 
emerged with this great documentary work. 

I am fairly confident of the use to which the book was put. 
It was sent to every member of the Reichstag, to every govern- 
ment official, to leading church ministers, to lawyers, doctors, 
college presidents, newspaper editors, and others of similar charac- 
ter. 

One need not expatiate on either the purpose of the volume or its 
efficacy in achieving that purpose. Both are today obvious. 

Someone should comment, though, on the self-same project 
which is today increasingly occpying the attention of American 
Jews. After talking to some indefatigable and zealous workers for 
the War Records Committee of the Jewish Welfare Board, or 
allied groups, one might gain the fantastic notion that the war 
was an fortunate incident which provided American Jews with 
the opportunity to prove their patriotism and allegiance. Each 
new service star in a window, each overseas decoration, each fresh 
casualty is leaped upon with an unholy glee, as furnishing further 
proof of the loyal part which American Jews are playing in the 
great national effort.

Whom are we fooling? Do we expect that that all our compiled 
figures, the grim total of all our casualties and tragedies, are going 
to convince any single anti-Semite? Are we so naive as to believe 
that the archives of the American Jewish Committee, the records 
of the Jewish War Veterans, or the statistics of the Jewish Wel- 
fare Board will prove effective in halting a Hitler or in stemming 
a deliberately planned hate campaign? 

There is no harm to the game if we pursue it merely for our 
own edification, or to feed our natural pride. But to expect the 
published rolls to be a mighty weapon of defense against our 
enemies is to lean on as weak a reed as that book in which German 
Jews placed so much hope and faith. 

Gather your statistics, good people, but don’t be naive!

But the peculiar thing about 
this “Anti-Semitism” is that it is 
not a product of fallen Nazis or 
still-standing American Fascists.
